Le Conseil de security 

Notant avec inquietude l’aggravation de la situation 
dans la Republique democratique du Congo, 

Diplorant les Scents evenements qui se sont produits 
dans ce pays, 

Convaincu que la solution du probieme congolais 
depend de la reconciliation nationale et de la restaura- 
tion de l’ordre public, 

Rappelant les resolutions pertinentes de l’Assembiee 
generate et du Conseil de securite, 

Reaffirmant la souverainete et l’integrite territoriale

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Taking into consideration the resolution of the 
Organization of African Unity dated 10 September 1964, 26 
in particular paragraph 1 relating to the mercenaries, 

Convinced that the Organization of African Unity 
should be able, in the context of Article 52 of the Charter 
of the United Nations, to help find a peaceful solution 
to all the problems and disputes affecting peace and 
security in the continent of Africa, 

Having in mind the efforts of the Organization of 
African Unity to help the Government of the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo and the other political factions 
in the Congo to find a peaceful solution to their dis¬ 
pute, 

1. Requests all States to refrain or desist from inter¬ 
vening in the domestic affairs of the Congo; 

2. Appeals for a cease-fire in the Congo in accordance 
with the resolution of the Organization of African Unity 
dated 10 September 1964; 

3. Considers , in accordance with that same resolution, 
that the mercenaries should as a matter of urgency be 
withdrawn from the Congo; 

4. Encourages the Organization of African Unity to 
pursue its efforts to help the Government of the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo to achieve national 
reconciliation in accordance with the above-mentioned 
resolution of the Organization of African Unity; 

5. Requests all States to assist the Organization of 
African Unity in the attainment of this objective; 

6. Requests the Organization of African Unity, in 
accordance with Article 54 of the Charter of the United 
Nations, to keep the Security Council fully informed of 
any action it may take under the present resolution; 

7. Requests the Secretary-General of the United 
Nations to follow the situation in the Congo and to 
report to the Security Council at the appropriate time.
